F you are married, putting vour cstate in joint names 
I is an easy Way to dispose of it. but, in most cases, it is 
an undesirable means of doing so.

The income from both trusts 
could be paid to his wife for life and, in addition, she 
would be given the right to dispose of the principal of 
the trust qualifying for the marital deduction by the 


terms of her own will. She would be given no such right 


in reference to the other trust, which would pass under 
the terms of her husband's will. Under such an arrange- 
ment, assuming she survived her husband, the Federal 
estate tax upon her death would be cut from $12,300 
to $150.

The New Human Rights 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch 

People here and abroad are ob- 
serving the ninth anniversary of 
the adoption of the Universal Dec- 
laration of Human Rights by the 
United Nations General Assembly. 
The purpose of this letter is to 
point out some new influences that 
are causing us to review our ideas 
of human rights that others may 
find valuable to consider. 

First. The peoples of the world 
are fast becoming a single commu- 
nity. Intercommunication, transpor- 
tation and distribution make it so. 

Second. Nations which for cen- 
turies have been sovereign powers 
are losing a part of their sovereign- 
ty. This includes the largest as well 
as the smallest. No nation today can 
live unto itself or alone can pro- 
tect itself from the stresses and 
hazards of international tension. 

With the first process, we are ap- 
proaching a universal recognition 
of the oneness of all human beings. 
We see ourselves more and more 


as “the people of the world.” 
Human needs, aspirations, talents 
and inherent worth cut through 


barriers of nation, race, class and 
creed. 

The Declaration of Human Rights 
is a statement of this moral ideal- 
ism. It is a non-sectarian effort to 
apply the Golden Rule on a uni- 
versal scale. 

With the second process—loss of 
absolute national sovereignty — we 
are approaching by will of the peo- 
ple of the world the establishment 
of.a world federation in which no 
nation can endanger the rights of 
the citizens of other states or en- 
gulf the world in catastrophe. 

A world commonwealth backed 
by force strong enough to maintain 
an environment of peace and order 
is the logical administrative aspect 
of world brotherhood. 

Thus, the new human rights now 
emerging as necessary to the ma- 
uring of civilization on this planet,

Aid But Not Subsidy 


Shall atomic electric power plants be subsi- 
dized? The chairman of the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission, Adm. Lewis L. Strauss, spoke out for 
subsidy—he called it “expanded assistance”’— 
in his speech dedicating an experimental reactor 
at Santa Susana, Calif. Senator Anderson of 
New Mexico, senior Senate Democrat on the 
Senate-House Joint Atomic Energy Committee, 
objected. 

He pointed out that the Government stood 
aside from construction of its own atomic power 
plants because Adm. Strauss offered assurance 
that the privately-owned utilities were straining 
at the leash to build them. 

Now is the Government to put up the money 
because the private utilities were not straining 
at the leash at all, but, on the other hand, are 
unwilling to take the risks involved? 

“If the Government is going to put up the 
money,” Senator Anderson very sensibly, said, 
“the Government should own the reactors.” 

We think outright subsidy would be most un- 
wise. It would establish a precedent of using 
Government funds for capital outlay in pri- 
vately owned electric companies. 

The question what to do now can best be an- 
swered by determining what kfnd of atomic elec- 
tric industry we want to see in the United States 
50 years from now. 


Let us suppose the Government subsidizes 
construction of plants which will then be pri- 
vately owned. Only a relatively few groups, pre- 
dominantly private corporations, will have 
enough money and enough know-how to acquire 
the plants even after subsidy. Let us suppose 
the Government continues to forgo building 
any plants of its own, The result will be private 
monopoly. 

A private atomic monopoly could inflict 
more public abuses than did ever the electric 
power industry in the days of Insullism. A 
Governmental monopoly of atomic electric power 
is equally to be undesired—it could be stagnated 
by bureaucracy, riddled with partisan politics. 

For monopoly is a master of the people, wheth- 
er it is private or public, and atomic power must 
be the people’s servant. 


The pattern of industry we should want to see 
established for atomic power in our country is 
one in which private companies, the Federal 
Government, municipalities and co-operatives 
will own and operate atomic electric generating 
plants, transmission lines and distribution sys- 
tems. Thus they can maintain insofar as possi- 
ble the advantages of competition in an essential 
industry which is by its very nature a monopoly 
within its own operating area and can compete 
only from one area to another.’ 

To enable private enterprise to do all it can 
and will, Government should continue to help 
with the cost of research and development. It 
should help with insurance. Otherwise, private 
plants could never be built. But “assistance” 
should not be stretched so far as to make an 
outright gift of public funds to private indi- 
viduals. 

We hope Senator Anderson and those with 
him will stand firm against the subsidy idea. 

The fact that subsidy has come up is proof 
positive that failure to build and operate Gov- 
ernment plants, at least enough to supply the 
AEC’s own power requirements, has been a mis- 
take all along. 

A negative policy based on unreasoning fear 
of public power has produced negative results. 

It will be up to Congress in 1958 to lay down 
a positive policy and see that it is carried out. 
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Science or Sophistry in the County? 

We hope that members of the St. Louis Coun- 
ty Council are acquainted with the fluoridation 
news from the American Medical Association’s 
recent clinical and House of Delegates meeting 
at Philadelphia. 

On the basis of a new, “exhaustive,” year-long 
study, the A.M.A. has reaffirmed its views that 
fluoridation of public water supplies is a safe 
method of reducing dental decay in children— 
and specifically “not harmful to the general 
health” of the population. 

This statement from the nation’s physicians 
follows earlier vigorous indorsements of fluori- 
dation by such other experts as the United 
States Public Health Service, the American Den- 
tal Association and Missouri and local agencies, 
including the Health Commissioner of St. Louis 
county, Dr. Herbert R. Domke. 

Given this overwhelming scientific and pro- 
fessional support for fluoridation, a County 
Council of reasonable men certainly ought to 
bring the benefits of this scientific advance to 
the children of their constituents. They should, 
but so far they have done nothing. 

Two Councilmen favor fluofidation in the 
county. They are Chairman L. Gordon Davis, 
Kirkwood Republican, and Maurice M. Abram- 
son, University City Democrat. If two of the 
five others would support fluoridation, the coun- 
ty could obtain a benefit that St. Louis young- 
sters have enjoyed for more than two years. 

Whether county children continue to suffer 
unnecessary dental decay and unnecessary pain 
depends upon five Councilmen: Republicans 
George E. Bohrer, Richard A. Hetlage and Frank 
L.. Martini and Democrats Thomas Dunne and 
James H, J. McNary. So long as these men ig- 
nore the advice of the scientists, so long as they 
listen to the sophists and those with impractical 
and ineffective “tablet” plans, then so long will 
county children be the losers.

Indonesia Needs Stability 

President Sukarno’s hate-the-Dutch campaign, 
with the ceding of West New Guinea as the .ob- 
jective, has gone into the second week with 
strong indications that it may be disastrous to 
Indonesia's economic interests. Evidence is grow- 
ing that the eight-year-old republic is unable to 
control its own people. The attempt on Sukarno’s 
life is one example. And there are reports the 
Bandung arsenal explosion was due to sabotage. 

Although plans are under way to expel the 
46,000 Dutch nationals, it is doubtful that the 
Indonesians can fill their places in the technical 
and business fields. The Communist-dominated 
unions are seizing more establishments and it 
Still is not clear whether they are doing so with 
the acquiescence of the. government. It remains 
to be seen whether the government in taking 
over most of these enterprises from the workers 
is doing so with nationalization in mind or with 
intention to return them to the Dutch at some 
later date. 

In any event the crippling of business that has 
ensued can be expected to hurt the Indonesians 
as much as the Dutch. Indonesia depends upon 
Western enterprise and three-fourths of that 
is Dutch. It is ironic that the Dutch now in In- 
donesia believe that the humid jungle of West 
New Guinea is of practically no commercial 
value and would gladly see it go for the sake of 
business in Sumatra, Java and the other islands. 


The Hague, Australia and the NATO allies 


Fe pea 
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probably prefer to see West New Guinea in 
Dutch hands for strategic reasons. Consider- 
ing the shaky internal political situation, the 
civil disorders and the fact that the United 
Nations has refused to go along with Su- 
karno on the ceding of West New Guinea, 
Sukarno would do well to give first priority to 
the restoration of order, and at all costs avoid 
falling prey to the Communists. 
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Mr. Adams in St. Louis 


Sherman Adams is no doctor, as he told the 
Republican dinner here. His layman's views 
on the President’s recovery are not a great deal 
more reliable than other laymen’s views. 

It is encouraging to hear from him that Mr. 
Eisenhower is “on his way” to complete recov- 
ery and in “excellent shape.” Mr. Adams, how- 
ever, has depreciated the currency of his re- 
assurances during three presidential illnesses 
by consistently sounding the “‘all is well” theme. 

In his St. Louis speech he recalled that the 
President’s “minor stroke” was first detected 
when a secretary noticed a difficulty with his 
speech. Others will recall that the White House 
staff which Mr. Adams heads at that very time 
was telling the nation about a “chill.” 

The real question about President Elisen- 
hower’s health is not whether he has recovered 
sufficiently to sign papers and preside at occa- 
sional Cabinet or staff meetings. It is whether 
he can devote to the most exacting responsibil- 
ities in the world the energy and full-time 
leadership which they demand. 

For example, it will be a splendid thing for 
the NATO conference if the President can at- 
tend after all. But the success of that crucial 
meeting will depend upon the thought, imagina- 
tion and driving initiative that have gone into 
the planning for it long before it opens. There 
is no question that Mr. Eisenhower's illness at 
this particular time has already damaged these 
preparations. 

Whether the President can recover the neces- 
sary energy and stamina to do the full-time job 
the country expects of him is a question that is 
still open. And this makes it all the more 
necessary, as Mr. Adams acknowledges, that 
Congress should act at once to plug the consti- 
tutional gap which leaves in doubt the Chief 
Executive's authority to delegate his powers 
temporarily to the Vice President. 

It is quite conceivable that the President 
might at some future time be too well to re- 
sign—and the decision on this course must in- 
evitably be his own—but not well enough to 
give the presidency the full-time energy it is 
entitled to. In that event everybody would be 
better off if Mr. Nixon became acting President, 
with full authority and full responsibility so long 
as he occupied the Chief Executive’s chair. Con- 
gress should quickly act to make this solution 
possible, even though its members may hope 
that it does not become necessary. 
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No Matter by Whom Obtained 


The United States Supreme Court has ruled 
against the use of wire-tap evidence in a 
federal court even it it is obtained by state offi- 
cers with the sanction of state law. Since this 
may affect the pending case of James R. Hoffa, 
president elect of the Teamsters, and perhaps 
start new agitation in favor of wire-tapping, it is 
helpful that the decision, read by Chief Justice 
Warren, was unanimous. 

The nine justices over-ruled the conviction of 
Salvatore Benanti for possession of bootleg alco- 
hol. Suspecting the man of a different offense, 
New York police had obtained permission of a 
state court to tap his telephone line. On dis- 
covering the alcohol, they turned the case over 
to federal authorities. This shows that wire- 
tapping is such a broad device that its use may 
all too easily conflict with the ban against un- 
lawful search and seizure. But the Government 
used the evidence on the ground that it had 
been obtained by police, not its own agents. The 
Chief Justice struck this down, saying: 

“Distinctions meant to defeat the plain mean- 
ing of a statute will not be countenanced.” The 
law forbids wire-tap evidence in federal courts, 
he said. Had Congress meant to exempt evidence 
obtained from non-federal agents, it would have 
Said so. 

To have ruled otherwise would have been to 
invite federal authorities to get friendly police 
officials to make taps for them. 

That this ruling may affect the Hoffa case is 
incidental. That case actually illustrates the 
wisdom of the Court’s continuing stand against 
wire-tap evidence. Hoffa is accused of tapping 
wires to get information about Teamster affairs. 
What would be the position of the Government 
prosecutor using evidence obtained by the same 
device in his effort to convict Hoffa? 

And what of the privacy of ingocent citizens 
which might well be violated if te court gave 
wire-tapping its unrestricted approval? Essen- 
tially, this is the device of a state which always 
puts the policeman ahead of the citizen. Be- 
cause the possible abuses of wire-tapping so 
far outweigh its occasional convenience, the 
Court did well in once more setting itself against 
the device as a prop for federal law enforcement.

Exit Coach Broyles 

As the University of Missouri looks again for 
a football coach, it is also looking for the rea- 
sons for the resignation of Coach Frank Broyles 
and his staff after one promising year. Is some- 
thing wrong with the University’s football pro- 
gram? If so, Mr. Broyles did not spell it out. 

The young coach is, of course, going to make 
more money at the University of Arkansas than 
he made at Columbia. Perhaps he also will wel- 
come a return to his native South. In any Case, 
these are not the main reasons which the coach 
gave for leaving 

Coach Broyles had expressed concern because 
his predecessor, Athletic Director Don Faurot, 
Set a policy of recruiting Missouri players for 
Missouri teams. The University had recruited 
a team largely from outside the state just before 
Mr. Faurot appeared, and the result was disas- 
ter. But the University’s student body represents 
many States, and surely nobody expected Mr. 
Broyles to use Missouri players only. In fact, 11 
of the 48 athletic scholarships awarded last fall 
went to out-of-state players. 

Coach Broyles also had implied that Missouri 
high school football was not an adequate source 
of good players. It is true that this state is not 
the football hotbed that Texas is, or the Chicago 
area or Pennsylvania. But local teams have 
played those in surrounding states on fairly 
equal terms. 

Neither Missouri high schools nor the State 
University would be justified in emphasizing 
football much more than they do. There are 
other sports to be played, and many students 
who need to play them. Above all, it would be a 
mistake to glorify the football system at the 
expense of the educational system. So as the 
University seeks a new coach, it ought to look 
for one who, like Don Faurot, can live and suc- 


ceed within these terms,

Of Human Rights: a Universal Declaration 
(Text of U.N. Statement Adopted by General Assembly Dec. 10, 1948) 


PREAMBLE. 


Whereas the recognition of the in- 
herent dignity and of the equal and 
inalienable rights of all members of 
the human family is the foundation of 
freedom, justice and peace, 


Whereas, disregard and contempt 
for human rights have resulted in bar- 
barous acts which have outraged the 
conscience of mankind, and the ad- 
vent of a world in which human be- 
ings shall enjoy freedom of speech 
and belief and freedom from fear and 
want has been proclaimed as the high- 
est aspiration of common people, 


Whereas it is essential, if man is 
not to be compelled to have recourse 
as last resort to rebellion against 
tyranny and oppression, that human 
rights should be protected by rule of 
law. . .. now therefore 

The General Assembly 

Proclaims this universal declaration 
of human rights as a common standard 
of achievement for all peoples and all 
nations to the end that every indi- 
vidual and every organ of society 
keeping this declaration constantly in 
mind shall strive by teaching and edu- 
cation to promote respect for these 
rights and freedoms and by progres- 
sive measures, national and interna- 
tional, to secure their universal and 
effective recognition and observance. 

ARTICLE 1. 


All human beings are born free and 
equal in dignity and rights. They, en- 
dowed with reason and conscience, 
should act towards one another in a 
spirit of brotherhood,

Everyone is entitled to all the rights 
and freedoms set forth in this dec- 
laration without distinction of any 
kind such as race, color, sex, lan- 
guage, religious, political or other 
opinion, national or social origin, 
birth, or other status. 

Furthermore, no distinction shall be 
made on the basis of political, juris- 
dictional or international status of the 
country or territory to which the per- 
son belongs, whether it be an inde- 
pendent, trust or non-self-governing 
territory or under any other limitation 
of sovereignty.

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$287 ,000,000 U. S. Plan to Give 
20,000 Scholarships Proposed 


Folsom Said to Support It — Science and 
Mathematics Would Be Stressea 
—Administration by States.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 10 (AP) | 


—An educator said today Sec- 
retary of Welfare Marion Fol- 
is supporting a proposal 
that the Federal Government 
spend $287,000,000 a year on 
aid to education. 

Heavy emphasis would be 
placed on science and mathe- 
matics in elementary and hivh 
schools. The plan would pro- 
vide for some 20,000 scholar- 
ships a year, financed by the 
Federal Government but ad- 
ministered by the states. 

G. Kerry Smith, executive 
secretary of the Association 
for Higher Education, is one 
of several education leaders 
who have been meeting in se- 
crecy with United States Of- 
fice of Education officials to 
work out the plan, which would 
run four or five years. 

In an article for the Dec. 15 
issue of A.H.E.’s College and 
University Bulletin, Smith 
wrote that the program, “de- 
signed to help meet the chal- 
lenge of Soviet scientific ad- 
vances, is being prepared by 
the United States Office of Ed- 
ucation and supported by Sec- 
retary Folsom for inclu- 
sion in the President's budget 
message to Congress.” 

Action Followed Speech. 

The United States education 
office, a division of Folsom’s 
department, went into high 
gear on the plan after Presi- 
dent Eisenhower last month 
called for various steps to 
stimulate America’s output of 
scientists, mathematicians, and 
technologists. 

Smith said the new pro- 
gram is subject to change 
but that, as it stands now, 
it calls for: 

1. Allotting $150,000,000 a 
year to increase the salaries 
of elementary and secondary 
school science and mathe- 
matics teachers and to pro- 
vide laboratory equipment. 

Smith said in an interview 
it was considered debatable 
by some participants in the 
closed door conferences 
whether it would be wise to 
single out science and math 
teachers for favored salary 
treatment.

When Misbehavior 
Is Danger Signal 


By Louis Cassels 
(Second of Series.) 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 10 (UP). 

ALL CHILDREN MISBEHAVE. Most misbehavior is 
entirely normal. Once in a great while, misbehavior is the 
surface symptom of emotional illness which requires pro- 
fessional treatment. 

Unfortunately for most parents it is not always easy 
to distinguish neurotic conduct from normal mischief. But 
there are significant differences which can be spotted. 

For this, you have the word of Dr. Fritz Redl, whom 
many regard as the world’s leading authority on “dis- 
turbed” children. Redl is chief of the laboratory for child 
research at the National Institute of Mental Health. 


“The first thing I would impress upon par- 
ents,” he said in an interview, “is that you cannot 
judge the ‘seriousness’ of a child’s misbehavior 
by the degree to which it happens to annoy you. 
Some of the most ‘normal’ things that children do 
are a great nuisance to adults. On the other hand, 
conduct that is very easy on grown-up nerves— 
such as sitting quietly in a corner—may under 
some circumstances be indicative of severe neu- 
rotic problems.” 


Redl said it is impossible to draw up two lists of be- 
havior traits and say “normal children do this, sick chil- 
dren do that.” 

“It is not what a child does, but when and how and 
why he does it that is the tip-off to emotional illness,” he 
said. “There is usually a compulsive quality about the 
misbehavior of the disturbed child. I call it ‘drivenness.’ 
He approaches trouble as if he were being driven into it 
tense and unhappy. He never derives the relaxed enjoy- 
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ment which a healthy child finds in a mischievious prank.” 

For example, Redl said, most young children who are 
on the verge of misbehavior can be checked by diverting 
their attention to something else, but the “driven” child 
is likely to be “undivertable.” He pushes headlong into 
trouble no matter how many distractions you wave at him. 


Another test is “the degree to which a child’s 
behavior is way out of proportion to the thing 
which sets it off.” A certain amount of “over- 
reacting” is natural to children. But it is cause 
for concern when “a small spark invariably starts 
a large fire,” as in the child who chronically flies 
into rages over trivial disappointments. 


“Age-appropriateness” is a third guage of normal vs. 
neurotic conduct. It is normal for a 3-year-old to ignore 
the gifference between fantasy and fact; it is not a trait 
which you expect to find in an 8-year-old. . 


Children mature at different rates, and you 
should allow considerable latitude in determining 
whether a child’s conduct is appropriate to his 
age, Red] warned. He urged similar caution in 
applying the other tests. A perfectly nermal child 
will, on some occasions, act with an intensity that 
a worried parent might consider neurotic. 


The thing to look for is not some isolated “symptom” 
but a persistent pattern of extreme conduct that cannot 
be “rationally related” to the child’s age or environment, 
and that seems to “come from some force within the child” 
which he is unable to control. 

If you find that, or think you do, arrange through 
your family doctor, the school, or a clinic for professional 
diagnoses. It may prove your fears unfounded, or it may 
start your child on the way to needed help.

PAUL POPENOE everything but we don’t 
have one cent in savings or even an insurance policy, and 
we're beginning to feel a little desperate. We can’t blame 
all our troubles on rising prices!” 


There are probably several million other 
families in the same fix, Mrs. C. It will be more 
impertant in the coming year than ever before, to 
put your finances into more business-like shape. 


Make up your mind that you are going to save a cer- 
tain amount each month—no matter what happens. The 
only way you can do this is to set that amount aside from 
your paychecks, and treat it as if it didn’t exist. If you 


‘decide to save 10 per cent and you get $75 a week for in-- 


stance, deduct $7.50 each week and tell yourself that you're 
actually getting $67.50 a week. That’s all you have to 
spend and you'll have to do all your figuring on that. 
You'll often be tempted to break over, but your only hope 
lies in self-control! 

With this amount, start to get your money’s 
worth out of every dollar. You will find it well 
worthwhile to join one of consumer organizations 
that makes tests and furnish information on the 
quality of things you have to buy—from oatmeal 
to automobiles. 

There are two of these non-profit organizations that 
are nationwide in their coverage: Consumers Research, 
Washington, New Jersey; and Consumers Union, 38 E. First 
street, New York 3, N.Y. Each of these publishes a 
monthly bulletin with detailed reports on quality and value, 
and you'll certainly save much more than the cost of mem- 
bership each year by using such information. Your daugh- 
ter, a few years from now, will enjoy hunting for bargains 
in this way and seeing how much she can contribute to the 
family welfare by better buymanship. 

You're right, Mrs. C., the coming year and probably 
numerous others will put a heavier strain than ever on 
family finances. Now is the time to organize them; re- 
member that you're not doing this as a way of punishing 
yourself, but as a way of getting more fun out of life.

“STUDIO ONE” will move 
to the West Coast in January 
in a bid to juice its ratings by 
pursuing a star policy. 

Last night, “Studio One,” in 
one of its farewell efforts out 
of Manhattan, presented the 
first section of a two-part Ar- 
thur Hailey hospital drama, 
“No Deadly Medicine.” It 
was an adult eastern. 

Hailey’s drama deals with 
an ancient theme—the clash 
between old and new. Spe- 
cifically, it traces the con- 
flict between an elderly path- 
ologist (played by Lee Cobb) 
and his new young assistant 
(William Shatner). 

Cobb’s resistance to new 
ideas is slowing down the life 
of the hospital. Shatner, cold, 
brusque, wants to revitalize 
Cobb’s department. 

Well, to put it even more 
bluntly, Cobb smokes stinky 
cigars—even in the autopsy 
room. Shatner desn’t even like 
cigarettes in the autopsy room. 
Cobb’s files are in a mess, he 
doesn't want a tissue process- 
ing machine (whatever that is) 
and he does all of his whatcha- 
macallit tests with saline solu- 

tion when everybody knows 
that high protein serum is the 
stuff called for. 

You can see what that sort 
of thing leads to and it does. 

Cobb, one of our more in- 


telligent actors, settled down 
into a_ scintillating perform- 
ance, only slightly marred by 
an opening scene that saw him 
crank and crochet around like 
Lionel Barrymore playing Dr. 
Gillespie. Particularly fine, I 
thought, was the actinv of 
Betty Sinclair who essayed 
the role of a woman doctor. 
Shatner’s performance was 
properly cold, but impaired a 
bit by some of those annoying 
mannerisms that so many 
young actors seem to affect 
nowadays. 

Gloria Vanderbilt, wife of 
Sidney Lumet, the play’s direc- 
tor, played a minor role with 
buck-toothed charm.

A native-born song, “Dirty Gertie from Bizerte,” did 
not get very far. And “Oh, Mr. Truman, Why Can’t We 
Come Home?” had to lift the musical score from “Lili 
Marlene.”

“And live off the earnin’s of a ‘igh born lydie.... 

This shows the dreadful state of unpreparedness. And 
what we probably need is a rousing album of “Music to 
Shoot Missiles By.”

The music offered to the young gentlemen I 
knew came mainly from Tokyo Rose who had a 
weakness for the Boston Pops Orchestra. It was 
pretty scratchy. The records at Radio Tokyo took 
quite a beating. (I found this out later covering 
the Tokyo Rose trial. They had Japanese record- 
ings, naturally. But the American records wore 
right down flat.) 

If the Russians contributed any music, they 
did not give it to us capitalists. Not that it mat- 
ters. I would be fairly dreary marching to

stations that went under the name of “The Mosquito Net- 
work.”

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Retugee Who Painted His Way to U.S. Bridge 


Artist Victor Jeney's Talent Came in Handy in His Flight From Hungary to St. Louis

IF ANYONE in Fohnsdorf, 
Austria, had suggested a year 
ago to Viktor Jeney, who was 
in that city as a refugee from 
the Hungarian revolt, that in 
a few months he would be in 
strong demand as a portrait 
painter in St. Louis, Mo., Jeney 
would have considered that in- 
teresting but most unlikely. 

And if there had been a 
suggestion that, in addition to 
this, Jeney might have access 
to a body of water called the 
Lake of the Ozarks, from which 
he would be pulling catfish in 
his leisure time, that would 
have been really too much. 

Yet, here he _  is—Viktor 
Jeney, busy portrait artist in 
a community previously noted 
for the low state of its enthu- 


siasm for portraits painted 
from life. And here he is in 
his other capacity — Viktor 


Jeney, catfish catcher, enticing 
the Missouri delicacy with 
Hungarian doughballs when- 
ever he can spare the time. 


Like the numerous other 
Hungarian refugees who have 
crossed the Atlantic this year, 
Jeney is in this country as the 
result of the government's 
hospitality to victims of the 
revolution that was suppressed 
by Russian troops. He was 
flown from Vienna to New 
Jersey last June in an Ameri- 
can refugee plane. The Church 
World Service, refugee and re- 
lief organization of the Na- 
tional Council of Churches 
pointed him in the direction of 
St. Louis, and the Men’s Coun- 
cil of the Webster Groves Pres- 
byterian Church undertook to 
help him get established. 

Jeney’s successful start in 
St. Louis would not have been 
possible without a great deal 
of aid from a good many peo- 
ple, but the fact that he is 
firmly rooted now is also large- 
ly owed to his own efforts. In 
his six months here, he has 
rapidly extended his com- 
mand of English beyond the 
two words he could speak last 
June, which were “Thank You.” 
Only recently has he been able 
to tell the story of how he es- 
caped from Hungary. 


THE JENEY FAMILY “pro- 
nounced Yeney) first became 
refugees after World War I, 
when the mother and six chil- 
dren, left eastern Hungary, 
ceded to Romania, and moved 
to Budapest. Viktor Jeney 
had entered an army officer’s 
training school at the age of 
10. His father was a provin- 
cial government official; his 
grandfather had been a pro- 
fessor of philosophy at the 
University of Kolozsvar. When 
Viktor was 16, he fell in a 
wall-scaling exercise, and per- 
manently injured his back. 
This ended his military career, 
and after finishing high school 
he entered an art school. 

Prior to World War II, Jeney 
had his own studio in Buda- 
pest, specializing in portraits 
but also doing murals and 
sculptures. The post-war gov- 
ernment took over the artist 
guilds, and Jeney did copy 
work in the _ state-controlled 
art. museum. 

Jeney and two other painters 
in his guild belonged to the 
resistance movement that grad- 
ually came into being. On Oct. 
23 last year, the day the_revolu- 
tion broke out in Budapest, 
Jeney and about 20 others de- 
cided that their first blow for 
freedom would be directed at 
a 24-foot bronze statue of Stal- 
in that had been installed there. 

The symbol of tyranny was 
too firmly anchored for this 
group, however, and an hour 
later a larger band of students 
and young workers tackled it 
again with winches mounted 
on trucks. After the cables 
snapped several times, they 
attacked the statue with acety- 
lene torches. The colossus 
swerved but did not fall. Final- 
ly, at about 10 o’clock, more 
people with more equipment 
loosened the towering figure 
from its base and sent it crash- 
ing to the ground. By that time, 
Russian tanks were ranging 
about, and Communist troops 
had surrounded the city. 

On Nov. 28, Jeney decided 
he had better get out, if he 
could. He and about 30 others 
got on a train headed for the 
Austrian border. A Russian sol- 
dier got on the train, too, and 
Jeney knew that unless he 
could prove he lived at the 
train’s destination, he would be 
arrested. 


“J have very big luck,” 
Jeney says in his stripped- 
down but eloquent basic 
English. “I was in first car, 
and this soldier began at 
other end. When he come in 
my car, there I sit. Station 
man comes in car and say to 
us 15 or 20 minutes from 
border station. Three boys, 
19 or 20 years old, jump on 
curve when train go slow. I 
jump also. Boys ran. I ran 
also. Boys ask me where I 
go. I say I go with you.” 


It. was night, around 7 
o'clock. A cold wind was blow- 
ing rain in their faces. They 
slogged across muddy fields, 
going as fast as they could. 
Finally, they saw the lights of 
a farmhouse. Jeney knew he 
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VIKTOR JENEY,’ AT WORK ON PORTRAIT OF CHARLES 
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was impeding the boys’ prog- 
ress, so he insisted that they 
go on. He slept in the barn. 


The next morning the farmer 
took Jeney into his home. By 
the following day, it had 
stopped raining and the farm- 
er’s son took Jeney into the 
nearby forest where the son 
worked with a group of wood- 
cutters. They said it was only 
three miles to the border, and 
suggested that he cross it after 
dark. By now it was snowing. 

In the afternoon, a group of 
about 20 people came along, 
following a creekbed. The 
woodcutters, recognizing them 
as refugees, hailed them and 
said they were going the 
wrong way. In, the group were 
the.three boys who had jumped 
off the train with Jeney. Bor- 
der soldiers had captured them 
and put them back on the 
train for Budapest. They had 
jumped off again, and were 
making another try for the 
border. 


The woodcutters drew a 
rough map, showing the lo- 
cation of a hill from which 
could be seen the lights of 
a village just over the Aus- 
trian border. They said that 
a creek just beyond the hill 
was the frontier. The crowd 
departed in a long line, with 
Jeney on the end. Again he 
found himself alone. He 
crossed numerous creeks, and 
never knew which one 
marked the border. But he 
saw the lights of a village. 
He went up to a house. A 
man answered the door and 
said, “Come in. You are in 
Austria.” The village was 
Rechwitz, and this house- 
holder was getting used to 
staying up all night to ad- 
mit cold, hungry refugees. 


The family served Jeney cof- 
fee and bread, and directed 
him to the Red Cross. There 
he found the others in his 
group and others totaling 100 
or more. Red Cross automo- 
biles arrived from time to time, 
bringing more—the nightly 
routine, Jeney was told. The 
Red Cross and the Austrian 
government shipped the refu- 
gees by train from this town 
to Fohnsdorf, where the Hun- 
garians were asked where they 
wanted to go. Jeney didn’t 
know. His 76-year-old mother 
was still in Budapest, and he 
wanted to get her out, if pos- 
sible. 

Here, Jeney made practical 
use of his talent. “I went to 
hotel and make portrait of 
boss, a drawing, and he give 
me room and some money. 
With money, I buy oils and 
work two or three weeks on 
portraits. Doctor in refugee 
camp. Red Cross woman. 
Three doctors in one picture. 
Framemaker put portrait in 
window with sign. More 
orders.” 


IN TWO MONTHS, he was 
able to move on to Vienna and 
to rent a room instead of stay- 
ing at the refugee camp. Hasti-

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ly brushing up on German he 
had learned in military school, 
he was getting along well in 
Austria. He got a job in an art 
gallery whose clients wanted 
still lifes and landscapes. The 
proprietor: said it would be too 
complicated to explain about 
Jeney’s Hungarian background, 
so all these works were signed 
V. Rohrbacher, a name that 
would arouse no curiosity in 
Vienna. He telephoned his 
mother, and told her he would 
send for her as soon as he 
could. 

Jeney heard that life was 
good in the United States, and 
applied at the American con- 
sulate for entry, A clerk asked 
if he had any friends or rela- 
tives in this country. 

“T said I had nothing, no- 
body. He said not possible. 
Finally consul come in, tall 
man with white hair. He said 
could go. In three days had 
ticket.” 

Ata hotel in Brooklyn, where 
Jeney was housed for 10 days, 
he was again asked the now 
familiar question, where he 
wanted to go, Again he said he 
didn’t know. 

“Woman in Presbyterian of- 


fice said St. Louis ts good for 
me. I look on map. St. Louis 
has big river, maybe same size 
Danube in Budapest. She say 
she think it not good for me in 
New York, little fish in big 
lake. I say St. Louis is good. 
Big river, and I like fishing, so 
I come to St. Louis.” The in- 
terrogator’s figure of speech 
had reminded Jeney of some- 
thing important to him. 


But it wasn’t that simple on 
the St. Louis end. 

One day, Carl Phelan, proj- 
ects chairman of the Men’s 


Council of the Webster Groves 
Presbyterian Church, got a tel- 
ephone call from the World 
Service office in New York, On 
file there was a letter that said 
the Webster Groves church 
probably could find work for a 
commercial artist. New York 
said they had such a man and 
would like to send him on the 
first available train. 


Phelan was flabbergasted. 
“I said, ‘Look at the date on 
that letter—it’s a year old.’ 
We already had taken three 
people here in an earlier pro- 
gram to aid Dutch people 


from Indonesia, and one of 
them was the artist we said 
we could place.” 


But New York urged the 
church to take one more, and 
it did. The church was put un- 
der no commitment to support 
refugees, only to try to work 
something out. So Jeney was 
put on a train with $10 for 
expenses. 

Phelan got Jeney a room at 
the Parkhurst Hotel, whose 
proprietor speaks Hungarian 
and which is near the Interna- 
tional Institute, where Jeney 
could study English. Jeney had 
some painting equipment with 
him, and with some additional 
supplies provided by Phelan 
got to work on a portrait of 
Mrs. Phelan. Phelan called up 
Vivian Chevillon, a painter and 
member of the Artists’ Guild 
who is a member of the Web- 
ster Groves church. Mrs. Che- 
villon said she might line up 
some commissions, but she 
wanted to see Jeney’s work 
first. 


“WHEN I SAW this portrait,” 
she said recently, “that was all 
I wanted to know. He is good.” 


She and her husband, Charles 
Chevillon, took Jeney into their 
home at 237 West Glendale 
road for a week, and he did a 
portrait of Mrs. Chevillon. The 
day it was framed, with the 
paint still not quite dry, she 
took it on the rounds of a num- 
ber of offices and homes of 
friends, looking for orders, 
Later, she went before clubs 
that she belongs to and others 
where she has friends, “every- 
where, in fact, where I could 
get hold of the microphone for 
three minutes,” and lined up 
some commissions that way. 
Several members of the church 
saw Mrs. Phelan's portrait, and 
decided that the Jeney touch 
was something they needed 
over the mantel. 


By October, Jeney had fin- 
ished enough portraits to hold 
a one-man show in the church 
fellowship hall, and the por- 
trait of Mrs. Chevillon and one 
of Dr. Reuben F. Pieters, the 
pastor, which Jeney presented 
to the church, were admitted to 
the Artists’ Guild annual por- 
trait show last month, 


Jeney’s portrait business 
has been snowballing nicely, 
and he is solidly booked up 
for the present. He paints 
his subjects in their homes 
where, he feels, familiar sur- 
roundings provide back- 
ground in keeping with the 
personality and make the 
sitter feel more at ease. He 
indomitably paints hands, 
which many portrait artists 
try to sidestep or include 
only at a premium price. He 
paints from life, except for 
young children who can’t sit 
still for a three-day time ex- 
posure. 


Jeney is very happy, but his

Had it gone through, he would 
have cashed the ace-king of 
diamonds and then  cross- 
ruffed hearts and clubs for 
seven-odd, winning a heart and 
three heart ruffs, two clubs 
and three club ruffs, two dia- 
monds and two spades in the 
closed hand. 


But West ruffed the ace of

and Harry could count only 11 
tricks, for he was now minus 
the ace of clubs and one of his 
club ruffs. He saw a play f 
his twelfth trick by a doub 
squeeze, squeezing East in 
clubs and diamonds, West in 
hearts and diamonds. The only 
trouble was that East with his 
king of hearts had that suk 
guarded. So declarer by lead- 
ing the queen of hearts from 
dummy and forcing East to 
cover and have his king ruffed 
transferred control of the 
heart suit from Exzst’s king to 
West’s ten, putting the double 
squeeze into operation. 


Fishbein won West's trump 
lead at trick four in the closed 
hand, ruffed a club in dummy 
and played the queen of hearts, 
trumping East’s king. He ruffed 
another club and West under- 
ruffed to avoid a red discard. 
Declarer returned to his hand 
by trumping the three of 
hearts and drew trumps, leav- 
ing this situation:

NEW YORK. 

I UNDERSTAND that the 
United States was the subject 
of a good deal of wit anti hu- 
mor in the United Nations last 
Friday. At first there was dis- 
may when the news came that 
our much-heralded missile had 
blown up on the ground, and 
then a broad smile spread over 
everybody's face at the oppor- 
tunity this gave them to make 
fun at the expense of the 
United States. 

If we must talk so much 
about things before we really 
do them, we must learn to take 
the amusement of other nations 
also. There is always A cer- 
tain satisfaction in somebody 
else’s lack of success, even 
though on second thought you 
may be a little troubled by the 
failure since you are counting 
on that particular somebody 
else to do a good deal for you 
in one way or another... .. 

A good many people are 
counting for protection and 
for help in various economic 
ways on our ability to suc- 
ceed in technical develop- 
ment, and in the long run it 
is to everybody's interest 
that we go quietly about our 
business of development and 
announce what we do and 
where we are when we have 
sufficiently experimented to 
know that we have a success. 
I don’t know what has hap- 
pened to us, but it seems to 
me we have become even 
more talkative in the last 
weeks whereas I think it 
would be wise to be less so. 

And now we have an accusa- 
tion from Khrushchev that we 
are hiding the carrier rocket 
of Sputnik I which, he says, 
fell in the United States on 
Sunday a week ago. A number 
of responsible people have al- 
ready said that we know of no 
such landing, and of course we 
have not as yet been told how 
the Soviets know that this 
rocket carrier did land on our 
territory.
